School ears | Open 


The various schools in Andover are opening their doors this 
month to a young army of more than 4]00 boys and girls, the 
largest ever enrolled here. 


All of the town’s public and private schools are expected to 
be filled to capacity when final registrations for the new 
school term are tabulated. 


Phillips academy, Abbot academy, the Sacred Heart, Pike 
and Marland schools have practically the same capacity num- 
ber of enrollments as in the past several years. Merrimack 
college, with a large entering class which includes 50 girls, 
will have only slightly more than a year ago as upper classes 
have lost a number of students to the armed forces of the 


The big increase, however, is in the kindergarten and lower 
grades of the public schools and St. Augustine’s school where 
the expected influx of ‘‘war babies’’ is being felt. This great 
wave of ‘‘war baby’’ enrollment is being experienced in all 
schools across the nation. 


Total enrollment in the town’s public schools has already 
surpassed the estimated figure given in the June 1949 report 
of the school survey made here by the school consultants, 
Jesse B. Davis and Cyril G. Sargent. Furthermore, it is ex- 
pected to continue increasing in the lower grades through the 
then passing through them 


As aresult of this survey two new grade schools are now in 
the process of construction. They will provide facilities for 
future gains in school population for the next several years 
and will remedy the present situation where class rooms in 
the Junior High school have to be set aside for two morning 
and two afternoon classes of kindergarteners. 


One of the reasons for the unexpected gain in our school 
population is the number of new families that have moved into 
town. This particular increase could not be forseen, but it is

To Penetrate [ron Curtain 


New efforts are being made by 
Americans—officially and other- 
wise—to penetrate the Iron Cur- 
tain and bring spiritual and mater- 
ial aid to captive peoples who 
still refuse to accept communism. 

In the forefront are newly organ- 
ized movements by American citi- 
zens of European blood and ex- 
iles in both Europe and the United 
States. 

They are increasingly alarmed

With them it is a race to main- 
tain hope among the isolated 
peoples and furnish some form of 
help to resistence movements be- 
fore the public despairs or the | 
active opponents are either im- 
prisoned or executed.

improvements going on about town 
in recent months show that there 
has been considerable activity in 
about every line of endeavor. 


The Andover Consumers Co-op 
has taken over the adjoining store 
on Main street formerly occupied 
by Harold Phinney and is remode]l- 
ing it to enlarge the space to serve 
customers, In connection with the
